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CASTIGATION IN SCHOOLS. 


It appears that the art of thrashing 
children is a branch of normal school 
instruction. At least, the President 
‘of the Missouri State Normal School, 
in a treatise on “The Art of Schoo! 
Management,” gives specific direc- 
tions for castigation of pupils, from 
which the following is an extract: 

“The punishment should be deliber 
ate. Prepare the pupil by leading 
him to realize its necessity. — 
strike a single, stinging blow. Tal 
ewwnestly for a mioute or two, then 
give anotber blow, a little more 
severe. 

No instructions are given as to the 
proper course to pursue when the 


pupils strikes back, as muscular male 


pupils sometimes do when the teacher. 


isaman. Suppose the boy should 
endeavor to prepare the teacher to re- 
alize the inexpediency of corporal cor 
rection, by striking back one single, 
stinging blow.“ What shall the 
teacher do then! Shall he talk ear- 
nestly for a minute or two,” and then 
“give another blow, a little more 
severe, or shall be seize the refractory 
youth by the hair, and bring down the 
rod at the rate of a hundred blows « 
minute? One of the great lights o 
flagellation, the late Professor 
Whackem, of Birch Grove School For 
Boys, has explicitly laid down the law 
that “the teacher must never allow 
the pupil to get away with him.” This 
form of conveyance by the pupil, 
known as the getting away with,” is, 
the learned Professor remarks, the de- 
struction of school discipline. The 
teacher must in all cases conduct the 
castigation to a successful termina- 
tion. 

The Michigan Normal School Pres- 
ident favors 4 return to the simplicity 
of the birchen rod. He gives the 


birch the preference over the strap, or 


the wooden ruler, either round or flat. 
He recommends beating over the back 
and shoulders; not perhaps because he 
regards those portions of the body as 
the most sensitive, or as the parts best 
fitted by nature for the reception oj 
the rod, but presumably because they 
are easily reached, and that to inflict 
blows upon them it is not necessary to 
require the pupil to assume the gro- 

tesque position enforced when the 
blows are administered in the pelvic 
region, as is the custom in English 
schools. We once were intimately ac- 

quainted with a male teacher who had 
a genius for fogging. It was his way 
to seize the offender by the trouser 
leg (his school was for boys exclu- 

sively), and gathering the cloth in his 
hand until it was drawn tightly 

against the skin, he would bring down 
his flat ruler upon the rear portion of 
the compressed thigh of his victim. 
This method of punishment we used 

to regard as most effective. 

But, considering this matter seri- 
ously, as a boy does when about to be 
thrashed, isn’t Shipping in schools all 
a mistake? We think that in most 
cases it is. As often administered, it 
it is brutal, and it is always barbar- 
ous. In nine out of ten cases, the re- 
sort to the rod is usually the indication 
of bad temper or lack of patience io 
the teacher, and both are forms of in- 
competence. .

OUR MAIN STREETS. 


Citizens complaio that the light earth 
which McFarlio is using to fill up the 
depressions in Commercial. Row is 
unsuitable for that purpose. The fact 
is that any sort of earth that is dump- 
ed on the streets, can serve, at best, 
but a temporary purpose. Much of it 
blows away in the summer, and what 
remains becomes mud in the winter. 
The only practicable means of making 
good streets of Commercial Row and 
Virgin‘a street is to macadamize them. 
The whole work could be done at a 
slight cast, and the jail prisoners could 
be used to break the stone required. 
Once well macadamized, the streets 
would require scarcely any repairs 
for twenty years. Last winter, when 
they were filled with mud several 
inches deep, and contained pools of 
stagnant water, there was a general 
recognition of the necessity for mak- 
ing some permanent imrovement in 
their condition. But now that the 
streets are dry again, and the summer 
season almost here, the public seem to 
take no interest in the matter. When 
the streets again resume the boggy 
state next winter,everybody wil! again 
unite in saying that they are a disgrace 
to the town of Reno. Last winter 
there was a general willingness ex- 
pressed for the imposition of a special 
tax for the macadamizing of the streets 
named. The expense should not be 
entirely borne by the property holders 
along the line of the streets to be im- 
proved. The whole town, and all its 
people,would be benefited by the pro- 
posed improvements, and a tax levied 
for the purpose should be fairly dis- 
tributed. The County Commissioners 
are recommended to take some action 
in this matter.

A TRUCKEE SENSATION. 
Ae Alleged Case of Infanticide by & 
Married Man. 


Says the Truckee Republican of this 
morning: “For more than a week 
past, our town has been in a state of 
the most intense excitement over an 
alleged infanticide case. It was 
charged that a young man but receot- 
ly married, had killed his own child 
as soon as it was born,and had thrown 
it into the Truckee river. An inves- 
tigation was instituted by the officers 
of the law at once. A complaint was 
filed in Justice Weller's court charg- 
ing the young man with the crime of 
murder. Many rumors were being 
most industriously cireulated through 
the community to thé effect that the 
young man had admitted that the 
crime charged had been committed, 
and in addition 20 this, positive evi- 
dence of his guilt had been found. 
The officers diligently traced every 
rumor thus circulated, and found that 
not one of them had any foundation 
in fact. The young man says that 
the child was still-born, and deformed, 
and that he disposed of the body by 
putting it into the river. Diligent 
search has been made to recover the 
remains, but up to the present time 
nothing has been found. The exam- 
ination of the case was set for Monday 
afternoon at 1 o'clock, in Justice Wel- 
ler's court. District Attorney Gaylord 
came up from Nevada City to attend 
to the examination. A large crowd 
had assembled in the hall expecting 
to hear some very startling develop- 
ments, but they were doomed to dis- 
appointment. After the court was 
called to order and the case called, 
the District Attorney moved to have 
the case indefinitely continued, as the 
State found itself in the position where 
it could not proceed, as it was impos- 
sible to use the testimony which had 
been procured up to that time, as it 
could not establish the corpus delicti. 
That is, it had not found the body, a 
thing which was absolutely necessary 
to enable it to make a case. The de- 
fense readily assented to this arrange 
ment, saying that they courted the 
most rigid and tough investigation 
into all the faets. The continuance 
was accordingly granted.”
